PREVENTING NEEDLESS’. 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


AMENDING BILL LL, INTRODUCED. , 


With ‘the ‘object of preventing 
the reconstruction of houses which 
are in a substantially good condi- 
tion, a bill amending the Rents 
Ordinance was introduced in. the 
Legislative. Council this afternoon 
by the Attorney-General, the Hon 
‘Mr, J. H. Kemp. 

cording to the. terms of the 
bill, the revonstruction of houses 
which: are in a reasonably 
good condition is a ° waste- 
ful, yse of ‘the building — re- 
sources of the Colony, even 
where the reconstruction provides 
additional floor area; and In some 


{cases the floor ‘area is reduced. 


Such ‘econstmiction necessarily 
involves a temporary reduction in 
the domestic accommodation of 
the. Colony, and it is against 
the spirit of the Rents Ordinances 
The provisions of.the measure 
and the necessity. for the amende, 
ments’ introduced -were briefly 
explained by the Attorney General, 
after which the first reading of the 
bill wasScarried, :

Attempted Assassination’ .

one evening about.a year ago, Mr. |: 


Chan Wing-hsin (Cantonese pro- 
nunciation)," who was formerly’ 
Director: of the Arsenal, Commis- 
sioner of River Defence and.a 
Major-General in the Kwangtung’ 
Army, under Chan Kwing-ming’s’ 
regime, has died at Macao. Mr., 
Chan was known to many Hong-'| 9 
kong business men, both Euro- | 
ean and’ Chinese, as the son of 
ex-Civil Governor Chan Chik-yu | ¢. 
and the - nephew of Mr, Chan. 
Kang-yu, compradore of Messrs. 
Douglas Lapraik, who died about 
ten days ago at his, Glenealy 


_ | residence. 


Mr. Chan Wing-hsin’s attempt- 
ed assassination by an unknown 
assailant last year created ‘con- 
siderable stir ‘in: political circles, 
several reports appearing in the 

conte vernacular press to the 
effec 
his wounds. On his admission to 
hospital his condition was con-. 
sidered ‘critical but ‘thanks to the 
untiring efforts of Dr. MeKenny 
and other officers, he pulled round, 
and was subsequently discharged. 
However, the bullets had so in- 
jured the spine that he was 
partially paralysed and found 
difficulty in getting about, It.is 
now thought that his death has 
been brought about by his physi- 
eal condition haying been materi- 
ally weakened. ‘Despite a sub- 
stantial reward, the assailant was 
never. captured. 

Mr. Chan’s age is given as 
‘about thirty-eight or thirty-nine. 
He was a typical product. ‘of 
Young China and earned a name 
as a rigorous administrator while 
in office at Canton. It -is not 
known if he was born abroad but 
his native village was Wong Mau 
Cheh, now known as Mui, Kai, in 
the Heungshan district, opposite 
Macao. He-was educated locally 
and at Yale University and was 
in business in Hongkong for some 

yea ars_before entering politica, | 
being orle of the founders of the” 
Pacific Trading Co. 

On the expulsion of Lu Yung-. 
iting and Mu Yung-hsien—the 
Kwangsi militarists—-from Can- 
ton, Dr. Sun returned .to Canton 
jointly” with General Chan Kwing- 
ming and the late Mr. Chan took 
office as Director of .the Canton 
Arsenal. When the split took 
gue in June, 1922 between Dr. 

un and General Chan and Ip Kue 

had effected -his coup, the deceas- 
ed sided with his namesake. 
‘Being appointed Major-General, 


Mr. Chan led an expedition into, 


his. native district to quell a ris- 
ing .on Dr. Sun’s behalf by Ju 
Cheuk-man. After ‘this’ camn- 
paign, he seized'a number of river 
gunboats and armed launches 
with ‘which he drove the 
remnants of the “People’s “Army”, 
from, Heungshan and then built, 
wp’ the nucleus of the River 
Defence Corps to which he was 
appointed Commissioner... His 
father, ‘Mr. Chan’ Chik-yu, was 
then made Civil Governor and the 
gon became one of the most im- 
portant personalities in ‘Canton 
politics till the beginning of Jast 
year when Chan Kwing-ming’s 
faction was driven from rule by 
the Yunnan and .Kwangei invad- 
ers who had rallied to Dr. Sun’s 
standard, above Wuchow. 
Deceased returned to Hong- 
kong to live quietly but was shot 
in the: back shortly afterwards,
